And What Have You

With the National Elections less 
than three weeks awny one can, draw 
some rather interesting conclusions 
from the current strength of George 
Wallace. 
The first of which is that most 
of his supporters, 
in this area at 
least, are long time Democrats A ho 
feel that their party has deserted 
them in the swing t<> the le ft 
Nor­ 
mally, 
when people feel this way 
they just have two choices—either 
vote tor the other parts 
or sta\ 
home. 
But two facts change the picture 
this year. One is a supposedly third 
choice and the other is that most of 
these are people that have grown up 
with the belief that t<> von Republi­ 
can is worse than sinning. 
But the real irony in the whole 
political situation is that voting for 
Wallace is somewhat like mortgag­ 
ing your home to bet on a 100-to-one 
shot. 
For if you win, everything is 
great, 
but if you lose, 
vou lose 
everything. 
The simple reason for this is 
that with our election system , Wal­ 
lace must win an outright victory, in 
the Electoral C ollege to have any­ 
thing. If he loses hero, but yet runs 
strong enough to throw tho rat e into 
the House, then ltw mid appear that 
Humphrey would have th< edge 
This is where the irony comes 
in, because it would appear to us 
that anyone who backs 
Wallace 
would hold Humphrey as a poor third 
choice — 
The main problem with W al­ 
lace's campaign is that our whole 
system of government is built a - 
round a two-party system and is not 
made to function split three or four 
ways. 
And you can rest assured 
that if a third party is s u m ssfu! it 
won't 
be 
long 
before there is a 
fourth and a fifth and sn on, with 
every Special group haying 
their 
own party . 
And if yon have eyer 
studied the history of countriesyvi.th 
multi-party governments you know 
that they 
are in constant flange r of 
collapse. 
Our only advice to Wallace sup­ 
porters is to either pick out the best 
of the two main party candidates and 
vote for them or scratch all if them 
For we believe that in spite of the 
best of intentions, a vote* for Wal­ 
lace could mean disaster for our 
nation, 
not because he is bad or 
wrong but simply because he does 
not have a party behind him. 
He 
wouldbe all alone in W ashington and 
in spite of all his good intentions he 
could accomplish very little. 
The 
next 
question 
is, if you 
don't support Wallace 
w h o do you 
support? 
This is a tremendous 
problem for the conservative South, 
including 
Texas. 
We have many 
people that say that they vote for 
the party and not for the man, but 
how long can you stand by while 
your party drifts farther and farther 
away from your views ? 
It gets even more complicated 
when you realize that there really 
is no relationship 
between 
the 
Democratic Party of Texas and the 
National Democratic Party . 
It seem s to us that Party phil­ 
osophy is becoming more important 
than Party name. 
Just because Hubert Humphrey 
is not as liberal as Sen. 
McCarthy 
or the late Sen. 
Robert Kennedy 
docs not make him a conservative 
or even a moderate, 
For if you 
think that President Johnson has 
been too liberal just take a look at 
Humphrey's past record. 
We can see no reason for light­ 
ing for sound moderate government 
in Texas and then turning around 
and voting for more and more give- 
away programs at the national level. 
Because 
of 
this 
and because 
Richard Nixon comes closer to hav­ 
ing the philosophy of most of the 
voters in Texas this paper is en­ 
dorsing him for President. 
At the 
same time and without any problems 
}f conflict, w’c are endorsing the en­ 
tire Democratic Party ticket on the 
state level.

Agronomist Warns 
Against Grazing 
Grain Too Early 


C O L L E G E 
ST A T IO N 
Grazing small grain pasture 
before they have a chance to 
make needed growth can re­ 
duce their value as suppliers 
of fall forage. 
Dr. Neal Pratt, Extension 
agronomist 
at 
Texas 
A&M 
University, says oats, barley, 
wheat and rye which have and 
arc being planted 
this fall 
should be from six 
to 
eight 
inches in height before they 
are grazed. 
Research, 
he 
adds, 
has 
shown that small grains will 
produce 
considerably 
more 
fall grazing when allowed to 
reach the above height when 
compared with plants which 
had reached a four inch height 
when grazing was started. 
When grazing is started at 
the lower height, the plants 
just don’t get a chanco to de­ 
velop since most of the fall 
growth is made before cold 
weather 
begins, 
explains 
Pratt. 
The plants must have lots 
of leaves and warm weather 
for fast 
growth. When the 
leaves are grazed off early. 
the plants at bc-t make ooh 
slow growth. Tills, [joint- .(Ut 
the agronomist, severely limits 
the grazing during the wintei 
months when the lr ivcs are 
nut growing. 


It is a good idea to graz. 
small grain pastures for on!\ 
a short period each day IL 
following 
this 
practice, 
the 
pastures will furnish forage 
of high quality and the plan* 
will make good growth, con­ 
cludes Pratt.

A recent article stated that ill an 
average church one third of it's mem­ 
bers were active with regularity, one 
third were “occasional’’ iii relationship 
to their vows, and one third ignored 
their responsibility to the church com­ 
pletely. 
I guess that that is about per 
for the course. 
Bick up an average church roll and 
you will find names there that would 
surprise those who have been life-long 
members of the church. 
Recently a 
minister was asking a member about 
a name on the roll that he was having 
dilliculty locating. 
“Preacher," said 
the faithful member, “ I have been ac­ 
tive here for thirty years and I don’t 
know who that is.” 


Maybe we should approach 
those 
who are “members’’ in name only and 
ask tht ni to remove their name from 
the roll. This has been tried occasion­ 
ally in the past. 
Most of the time 
those whose names are on the roll but 
hearts aren’t in the church get very 
upset. 
I guess that if one has their 
name on a roll here it is a kind of in­ 
surance policy that their name will 
be on t he Roll Up Then*. 
But those who fit this category a- 
bout names on the roll and never sup­ 
porting the church aren’t the only ones 
who must bear the blame. 
A great 
part 
maybe the largest part 
fall- 
on th*- shoulders of active church peo­ 
ple who refuse to make church mom 
ber-hip a serious and meaningful ex­ 
perience. 
We “soft-pedal" this thing 
of church membership and the result 
i- that for more than half the member 
ship it is a second-rate affair. 
That’s the difference between 
and 
Him. 
He never toned it down, never 
lowered the standards, never offered 
it cheaply. 
Ile never had more than 
a handful, but lie changed the world. 
We have a roll full arid cannot change 
our local communities. 
He reminded 
them how great the cost, we tell them 
it is free. 
It I had my name on the roll and 
didn’t intend to live up to my vows I 
would take it off. 
And I believe 
I 
would begin to make church member­ 
ship meaningful again by explaining 
the lost. 
Why? 
Because Iii- way 
is so much superior to ours.
